No Christmas. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer piques itself 
upon the fact (?) that it sets the example 
to the newspaper community of publish- 
ing its regular daily edition on Christmas 
day and the day after Christmas. It takes 
pride in its non-observance of a holiday 
which is celebrated joyously by all the rest 
of the world. Itrejoicesonly that it has 
no Christmas. 

Now we, like the Enquirer, issue on 
Christmas day and the day after Christmas 
and the day alter that; but we are fain to 
confess that we do not pique ourselves on 
a piece of enterprise (?) at once so excep- 
tional and so questionable. We yield to 
what seems to be inevitable, and, we trust, 
in tolerably good grace; for, after all, the 
demands of the public for its daily paper is 
a tribute to our indispensability. But it is 
all wrong in the publie to desire and all 
wrong in the press to yield to the desire; 
and, though it be at our own expense, we 
should not permit the occasion to pass 
without referring to the bad moral lesson 
which it sets up. 

In no other country are holidays so care- 
lessly observed as in this country; and in 
no other country has the sordid, money- 
getting spirit implied by the refusal to make 

on holiday occasions produced so 
much unalloyed evil. Though yet a young 
people we are already wrinkled by preco- 
cious old age and willful error; a sharp, 
avaricious, proscriptive race of men, who 
live fast, unwholesome lives and descend 
to premature and half-dug graves. We 
eat like gluttons; drink like beasts; work 
like devils; and die young, content if we 
die “game.” Railroads, steamboats, news- 
papers catch the prevailing humor or are 
forced to it; and hence the disasters and 
the corruptions of which the whole of us 
dre wont to complain. 

There will be no morning paper 
published to-morrow in London or 
Paris. The most civilized and most 
Christian peoples in the world are “old 
fogies.” Only the Americans are “up to 
snuff.” They take no Christmas, take no 
Sunday, take no pleasure, aud are won- 
drous rich and wise. 

Seriously, are we better off for this? Are 
we happier? Are we not, on the con- 
trary, the most unhappy lot of barbarous 
and beggarly poor devils on the face of the 
earth, wearing out our lives and corrupt- 
ing our hearts, while the great body of 
mankind are joining in that blessed chant 
of peace on earth and rest from labor, 
which chastens and glorifies the balance of 
the world, while Christmas fires burn 
cheerily; while Christmas trees brighten 
and sparkle; while Christmas fruitage 
gladdens and cheers; while rich and poor 
alike are kin in spirit and something more 
than kind? 

What despicable congregations of 
Scrooges we must be tobe sure; and, as we 
sink down to-night, weary and heart sore, 
how can we exclaim with Tiny Timm, 
or any body else, “God bless us every one ?” 


Kentucky. 

A little after mid-day on the 25th of De- 
cember, 1778, a group of ten or a dozen 
pioneers in buckskin knee-breeches and lin- 
sey-woolsey hunting-shirts gathered 
around a log heap in front of a cabin, 
which, from a high cliff, overlooked the 
frozen bed and snowy banks of the Ken- 
tucky river. It was very bleak and cold. 
The sun had not shone out since the sec- 
ond day of the month. The streams were 
everywhere choked with ice. The very 
springs were inaccessible, and game was 
scarce and powder scarcer still. Foremost 
among the little knot of woodsmen were 
Daniel Boone and James Harrod; and they 
had met, as they declared, to offer up 
their prayers to God on behalf of the “brave 
men and patriots” who were “fighting the 
battles of freedom beyond the mountains.” 
They knelt down and prayed accordingly; 
they sang a hymn; they adopted what they 
called a resolution; and then, having af- 
firmed devotion to the cause of the colonies 
against the Crown, they dispersed, each go- 
ing his several ways, but all inspired by the 
same good purpose and free-born spirit. 

In those days there were negro slaves in 
Massachusetts. There were none in Ken- 
tucky. But the laws of commerce and of 
climate had their way. The Massachusetts 
slaveholders found that negro labor was 
not profitable among them. They, there- 
fore, sold their slaves into the South and 
invested the money in that which was 
profitable. Noone blames them. They 


Gid what tliey thought was best and what 
they had undoubted right to do.

times were not so “civilized” nor so “pro- 
essive”’ as they have since become. 


Doubtless if Massachusetts had the matter 
to reconsider and go over again, she would 
free all of her slaves; vote each family a 
homestead; build for each a snug cottage: 
and, having comfortably stowed the poor 
dears away in cosy homes, kindle for each 
a blazing fire, pnt a kettle on itand thrust 
into the kettle a Christmas turkey, amid 
whose steaming odors the songs of Whit- 
tier and of freedom would ascend to 
heaven!

This was not the spirit of Boone and his 
companions, who prayed God to bless 
Massachusetts on Christmas day, 1778. It 
was not the spirit of the Kentuckians who 
fought the battles of the country from 
King’s mountain to the City of Mexico. It 
is a new-born spirit; the spirit of rapine 
and war, not of liberty end peace. That 
the people of Kentucky should regard it 
with detestation is reasonable and natural. 
That they should cling the more tenacious- 
ly to their original fastening as the pres- 
sure from without becomes more violent, 
is also reasonable and natural. But they 
are not intolerant nor inhospitable, but 
kind, generous, peaceful, enterprising, pro- 
gressive; faithful to the past; liberal with 
the present; hopeful of the future. The 
snows of nearly, a hundred years have come 
and gone since the Christmas of 1778. 
Many a change has come also over the 
land. The cane-breaks are all gone. The 
old pioneers are all gone. Their graves 
are deep-sunken under the plowshare, and 
are hid beneath the clover-blooms. But 
the hardy manhood; the warm, impulsive 
love of. freedom; the honest hatred of 
persecution; the keen sympathy with 
the weak and suffering, all these noble sen- 
timents that honored the lives of the 
fathers remain and are illustrated by the 
children in the unanimity with which they 
resist the despotism set up over their broth- 
ers at the South. Remove this despotism, 
and we may divide on a thousand issues; but 
as long as it continues we are one in op- 
posing it as unnecessary, tyrannical, and 
cruel.

Human 
nature, we take it, 1s as bribable in Great 
Britain as in the United States, but the 
Excise regulations of that country do not, 
as ours have done heretofore, offer a 
premium for dishonesty. When the tax on 
whisky was two dollars per gallon it was 
necessary tor the distiller to do one 
of two things—cheat the Govern- 
ment or shut up his _ establish- 
ment. An inspector was appointed to 
watch each distillery. If that officer did 
his duty honestly, the concern placed under 
his supervision was soon closed, and his 
occupation gone. Consequently an in- 
spector had two inducements to wink at 
fraud. If he winked he got from five to 
twenty dollars a day in addition to his sal- 
ary; if he didn’t wink he lost his place. Ot 
course, seven out of every ten of the tempt- 
ed served two masters. They preferred 
“demoralization” and good pay to virtue 
minus a situation. The devil paid better 
wages than Uncle Sam, and unless the 
devil’s pay was taken the inspector was 
thrown out of employment, and there was 
nothing to be -had either from Samuel or 
Satan to make the pot boil. The excise 
officers of the English Government hold 
their positions for life or during good be- 
havior, and when they are past work they 
are pensioned oft. But with us an honest 
public servant is never sure of his place for 
a day, and if he should happen to retain it 


until superannuated—a very rare event—is | 
as likely as not to be turned adrift in his | 


old age without a dollar.
